Frankly and unequivocally 1 call attention to the heartbreakin 
misery which is now crushing all Russia, but unlike Russia's enemies 
1 do not call for further isolation or, what would be still worse, in- | 
tervention. 

On the contrary, I suggest immediate recognition by United 
States, the extension of credits, closer trade relationships, and— 
hands off! 

1 would consider any sort of intervention the greatest of inter- 
national crimes. 

The salvation of Russia is in the hands of the Russians, and the 
Russians alone. But the rest of the world must extend material and 
moral support. 

Only with such support extended quickly and ungrudgingly can 
Russia extricate itself from the morass into which she is sinking, 
only thas can chaos be avoided. And chaos in the U.S.8.R. means 
chaos elsewhere. 

For both altruistic and selfish reasons must the rest of the world | 
help Russia. Uncover her sores, but help to heal them. Show her | 
misery, but not in order to gloat over it—in order to alleviate it. | 

And may I also ask my prospective reader, before proceeding 
slowly and carefully to read, ponder and assimilate the following 
beautiful paragraph by George Henry Lewes: 

Thus it is. Each man sees his own truth, and looks with 
horror upon those who will not see it with him. What can be 
more clear? Have you no eyes that you see itmot? It is so 
clear to me that it must be only your prejudice, or bad pas- 
sions, that can prevent your seeing it also. A great lesson of 
tolerance may be learned from witnessing the fierceness with

Moscow announces thet Stalin has sbolished the 
“grein collecting” system i» Russia, and substituted 
a “tax” in kind. 

It also tells why the change is made It is hoped 
to “quel) sluggishness of the peasantry which re- 
sulted in greatly reduced deliveries in 1932 and a 
consequent food shortage.” 

The grain collecting system was based on the 
idea that what the peasant produced be'onged to the 
state. He was left enough for himself, his family 
his stock, and seed. The rest was “collected” by the 
etate. 

The Russian peasant came to the same conciu- 
sion farmers anywhere else would come to in the 
cireumstances. Why grow more than he needed 
since the state would take the surplus? Hard work 


and enterprise meant nothing for him in terms of 
personal or family advantage. Why work hard? 

The tax is to be levied on a percentage basis, a 
fixed proportion of the crop from each acre sown. 
The rest will belong to the grower 
fool. He knows the peasant can grow more than 
he has been growing, and will do it if he is allowed 
to reap the benefit. 

How Russia treats the peasants, and how it gets 
along with them, is of course the business of the 
Soviet and the peasants. But the outside world is 
naturally and properly interested in the large scale 
experiment in state management that is being 
carried out there 

A good deal has been heard in other countries 
about the evils of production for profit and the high 
adventages of a system under which everybody 
would produce “for use not for profit" 

Stalin says the theory doesn't work with the 
peasants of Russia. Would the producers of any 
other country, or any other class, produce “for use. 
not for profit"?

WHEN THE GRITS LOST 
ONTARIO 
On his date, in 1905, the politi-

But when Sir Oliver went to 
Ottawa as Minister of Justice in 
cabinet something 
happened and “Old Man Ontario” 
began to be not so Grittish as for- 
merly. When A. S. Hardy suc- 
ceeded Mowat he was in poor 
health; he just managed to win 
one election, in 1898, but the Con- 
servatives, who had only num- 
bered 27 in 1894, won 43 seats in 
1888, giving the Liberals a major- 
ity of only 5. 

In 1902 the Conservatives fur- 
ther improved their position (G. 
Ross having replaced Mr. 


| Hardy as premier), the standing 
of parties being: Liberals, 51, Con- 


| 


servatives 46. Then came the 
Gamey exposures of 1902-3; and 
from that time it was seen that 
the Grits were doomed and that 
it was only a question of time 
before J. P. Whitney would lead 
his party out of the political wil- 
Gerness 

The Conservative leader was 
absolutely sure of victory weeks 
before the polling; the night be- 
fore he sat a Toronto news- 
paper office and figured out the 
result exactly as it came; one or 
two ridings did not go as he ex- 
pected, but his total was right 
and he went into office with 85 
followers as against only 29 Li- 
berals. It was a political cataclysm 
indeed. 

From that day to this the Liber- 
als have never returned to power 
in Ontario; the Tories were 
thrown out in 1919, but the Farm- 
ers took office and not the Liber- 
als. Then came the reaction, the 
Conservatives went back in 1923 
under Howard Ferguson, whose 
popularity was such as to keep 
the Liberals under 20. The death 
of Sir James P. Whitney in 1914 
undoubtedly had its effect but 
Ferguson more than recovered 
the lost ground and left his suc-

The Passing Show 


By J S Cowper 


A few nights ago I attended a meeting of serious- 
minded people who met to form a class for the study 
of Technocracy. Seats were provided for about, 
fifty, but fully a hundred attended and many more 
were turned away. That's a sign of the times. 

Thinking, for those not used to it, is the hardest 
task in the world, People spend money on gramo- 
phones, radios and picture shows, and devote hours 
to bridge and light conversation in trying to keep 
from being left alone with themselves to think. 

A hundred men and women ready to think, could 
turn the world upside down—or rightside up. 

* 

Discussion between those present showed that all 
who spoke had done some reading about Techno- 
cracy and corroborated their statements that they 
needed to know more about it. 

One man wanted “first-hand knowledge” from 
Howard Scott, chief of the Technocrats, and scorned 
the transcriptions of his teachings given through 
Wayne Parrish and others. Much of the “first-hand 
knowledge” calls for an interpreter. Scott talks 
on this level: 

Russia in its Parthian retreat from capi- 
talism, has scored a Pyrrhic victory. It mis- 
took the name tag of a phase of the price sys- 
tem for its entirety. It left the tag and took 
its essential mechanics. A social approach 
based upon the substitution of a Hegelian dia- 
lectic for an Aristotleiam dialectic may be an 
interesting intellectual pastime, but of no 
functional importance, an example of the re- 
crudescence of philosophic futility of Euro- 
pean tradition. 

Publication of the graphs of the technocrats 
would probably be even less illuminating to those 
without technical equipment. The greatest move- 
ment in the world was built up without any “first 
hand knowledge” put into writing by its founder, 
and with no text books recorded within the first 
century after his death. The world has had a good 
deal of first hand knowledge of the Technocratic 
conclusions given to it within she past three months. 


as 2 “ 
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Another speaker. with an evident grasp of the 
world debt situation, thought debts should be 
tackled first to clear the way for Technocracy, 
which he feared was not applicable to Canada. 
He had not marked that the Technocratic calcula- 
tions are not for United States alone but for the 
North American continent. and that Technocracy 
by bringing an era of energy-currency. would make 
gold debts obsolete. 

Great opportunities offer themselves to such lo- 
cal classes. They need not be dependent on figures 
from Howard Scott. W the principles of Tech- 
nocracy made clear, they could do as the 200 engi- 
neers at Columbia University are doing—start com- 
piling figures and making graphs to show how 
technology in their own locality over a period of 
years is outpacing employment. It has done it to 
some extent in the newspaper business. But for 
the strong policies adopted by the Typographical 
Union, it would have done so to a more alarming 
extent in the printing trade than the displacement 
of hand typesetters by mechanical typesetting ma- 
chines. 

We may yet hear some startling facts in regard 
to the spread of Technocracy in our midst, from 
local study groups 

A Los Angeles printing firm has published a 
book on Technocracy and other publishers are busy 
to supply the market. Most likely we shall have 
a book on the subject from Stuart Chase, whose 
“Man vérsus Machines” and “The Nemesis of 
American Business” are forerunners of Technocracy 

Hollywood has not been left in the lurch. A film 
on “Technocracy” has been prepared for exhibi- 
tion all over the continent. Even Tin-Pan Alley 
has produced a topical song “Brother Can You 
Spare an Erg.”

No new economic theory or social move- 
ment ever made such an overnight conquest of 
public opinion as has Technocracy. Its sudden 
acceptance may make its promoters fearful, for 
grea! causes usually have to struggle for a hearing

Health and Diet Advice 


By Dr. Frank McCoy 


For the average’ well person orf child any kind 
of milk is wholesome provided it is either sterilized, 
pasteurized or comes in the raw form from an un- 
questionably sanitary source. The certified raw 
milk is probably the best kind of raw milk to use 
as most health boards insist that the milk receive 
rigid inspection tests and come from healthy cattle 


In large communities, where milk must be car- 
ried for some distance and handled often, the 
safest milk seems to be pasteurized milk which 
has been heated under certain conditions to kill 
off any disease germs which it might contain. 
Unless there is a very strict supervision of herds 
by health inspectors, it is probably the safest and 
cheapest for the average family. 

Evaporated milk is the whole milk which has 
some of the water taken out of it. This milk is 
being used to the amount of millions of cans and 
is a stand-by in isolated places where fresh milk 
is scarce. It has an advantage over fresh milk ip 
keeping until it is needed but a disadvantage in 
that most people have to cultivate a taste for its 
flavor which they generally enjoy after becoming 
used to it. Once the ca nis opened, the milk should 
be given the same care as fresh milk. Some foods 
containing vitamin C must be used in addition to 
either evaporated milk or dried milk, in which 
case they both seem to be as beneficial as pasteur- 
ized milk. The dried milk often proves very ser- 
viceable to those who are in outlaying districts or 
to explorers where the weight of transportation is 
an important factor in the foods used. 

In order to preserve fresh or pasteurized milk 
in as pure a state as possible, the housewife should 
take good care of it and put it away ina cool place 
such as an iced refrigerator or an electric refriger- 
ator. It should not be opened and allowed to stand 
in a warm kitchen for several hours as this en- 
courages germs and also destroys the delicate 
flavor. 

Some of the wholesome uses for milk are: as a 
lunch meal, as infant food, as food for under-fed 
children, as cheese, as ice cream, as a sour milk 
diet, as a Giet that is soothing for the alimentary 
tract as in certain stomach ailments such as ulcer. 
I have found that the special milk diet is also 
helpful in such disorders as diabetes and neuralgia 
Milk may be used with egg and made into a 
healthful custard which should then be taken as 
the main protein part of a meal. I have not found 
eggnogs, made with beaten raw eggs and milk, to 
be as healthful as the custard since many people 
find raw egg hard to digest. Cream from milk 
may be whipped and added to gelatin and other 
wholesome dishes. Either fresh or evaporated 
milk makes an excellent addition to non-starchy 
vegetable soups provided flour is not added for 
thickening. 

It seems to be a growing tendency for creamcries 
to try to develop milk with a high butter content. 
I believe that this is the wrong plan as in my ev- 
perience patients and infants are able to digest 
milk with a low fat content much more readily. 
I believe it would be well instead for creameries to 
try to develop milk with a larger amount of protein 
which produces softer curds. Cows can be selected 
for this strain of milk just as tey are at present 
being selected for the fat-producing kind. In my 
milk diets I always recommend the Holstein ‘milk 
over other milks and the reason that it is more 
readily digested seems to be that it contains a lower 
amount of fat than most other mils. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

QUESTION: Mr. Willard G. asks: “What would 
be the cause of a pulse rate of 105 when completely 
at repose? Late examination showed no definite 
disorder.” 

ANSWER: It is difficult for me to advise you 
concerning the rapid heart action without being 
able to examine you. A number of conditions might 
cause this among them being: Valvular leakage of 
the heart, hyperthyroidism, the presence of a tu- 
mor, etc. However, probably the most common 
cause is gas pressure, especially when the patient 
has had an examination lately and no serious 
trouble has been found.

Growers Now Suffer In- 


tolerable Burden of Rail 
Imposition 


PENTICTON, B.C., Jan. 26.—The 
British Columbia fruit industry 
must have relief from existing 
freight rates if the industry is to 
survive, declared R. H. MacDonald, 
president of the British Columbia 
Fruit Growers Association, at the 
annual convention of the association 
this afternoon in speaking on freight 
rates and their effect on the in- 
dustry. 

In 1918, 1919 and 1920 the railways 
justified their application for in- 
creased rates on apples by the high- 
er cost of labor and materials, stated 
Mr. MacDonald. This increase, he 
said, now leaves fruit growers pay- 
ing approximately 50 per cent. 
— freight rates then in 1917. 


During the years when the increase | 


was granted, prairie farmers were 
getting $2 a bushel for wheat, and 
fruit growers were getting from 
$1.25 to $1.50 a box for apples. In 
the meantime, however, price of 
labor and materials had gone to 
pre-war levels, and price of farm 
| commodities had sunk below any 
| previous price on record, Mr. Mac- 


“This is an insufferable burden 
from which the fruit industry must 
| have relief,” the president declared. 
| “It must have relief quickly if it is 

to survive. Railways are already 

getting 45 per cent. to 65 per cent. 

| of the delivered price of fruit and 
vegetables moving east. One point 
is clear and that is that growers 
will be forced out of the picture. It 
| seems ridiculous for the railways to 
| deliberately destroy their best cus- 
tomers.”
